The fate of former college basketball star LaRue 
Martin is dangling on a high-wire act. Martin, the Port- 
land Trailblazers’ firsts round draft: pick from Loyola- 
Chicago in 1972, is now facing explusion from the NBA 
ranks, courtesy of former Celtic great and Seattle Super- 


sonic Coach Bill Russell. 


Russell, who bartered away a third round draft pick to 
Portland in exchange for Martin during the off-season, 


~fecently placed the 6-11 


forward and postman on 


waivers at the minimum $1000 asking price. 

Whether there was personality clashes between Martin 
and the highly-esteemed Russell, who prefers rugged 
muscular and gutsy team players (in the Celtic tradition) 
to running-gunning, “gimme the ball” type shooters, is 


unknown. 


What is known is that Martin-considered one of small 
colleges’ top players back in '72- is at the crossroads 
between his fifth NBA year or his “rookie” career as a 


civilian. 


But the whole trauma in this underlying plot is that 
Martin- like others who've turned sour in a short span 
never thought it'd happen to him so soon. 

Martin's basketball talents were developed on a con- 
crete unlevel playground lot of Chicago's Southside. 
From there, he went on to DeLaSalle high school's Hall 
of Fame (Mayor Richard J. Daley's alum), then on to 
Loyola, the tiny Catholic college which packed in hordes 
of scouts set on signing the shot-blocking center. 

And through all of this, LaRue never dreamed .it'd 
come to this in the year 1976. 

Martin's signing with Portland was a neighborhood 
triumph. It was a moment of pride for upcoming athletes 
who lived in the same 17-story housing project as Martin 
and his family. It was a monumental invitation which 
said, Look, LaRue Martin made it out of the ghetto, so 


can |." 


No one ever imagined LaRue's head would come to 
the NBA chopping block so soon. Neither did LaRue. 

So he played the superstar image to the maximum, as 
do many athlete’ who receive that first big break. He 
pulled his white Brougham Cadillac to thecurb, next to 
the no parking at any tine sign’. The stringbean figure 
stepped out in his white jumpsuit, headed for the corner 


pharmacy. 


As expected, he didn't speak to a gathering of youths 
hanging on the corner. Some of them he played against 
in summer tournaments and at Boys Club. Many of them 
were his former victims of shot-rejection and intimidation 
on the court. 

As his victims, even they hadn't figured his pro career 
would rest on a $1000 asking price. 

But just as Martin's worth on, the NBA market dipped 
to an all-time low, so has the number of young athletes 
in his former neighborhood. Few. remember him, or 
aspire to play on the same playground courts which 
have seen talent blossom and suddenly depart.

ODNR Urges Caution 
To Winter Sportsmen 


The Ohio Dept. of Nat- 
ural Resources (ODNR) 
urges sportsmen to be 
especially cautious when 
Stalking game in marshes 
and on lakes and streams 
during cold-weather 
months. 

“Many of Ohio's hunters, 
fishermen and recreational 
boaters are not aware that 
winter boating has its 
special hazards,"' said 
Norv Hall, chief of ODNR's 
Division of Watercraft. 

A leading factor con- 
tributing to cold-weather 
boating fatalities is hypo- 
thermia, or below-normal 
body temperatures: 

Hypothermia may occur 
if a boater is forced into 
frigid waters. following a 
boating mishap. 

* Cold water temperatures 
cause rapid loss of body 
heat and possible 
drowning if the boater re- 
mains in the water long 


enough for the vital organs. 


to stop functioning. 

The most recent hunt- 
ing-related boating fatality 
occurred on Mosquito 


Creek Reservoir in Trum- 
bull County Nov. 26 when 
three duck hunters 
accidentally drowned in 
34-degree water after their 
16-foot boat capsized. 
Boaters afloat in sub- 
freezing water may lose 
consciousness due to 
hypothermia in as brief a 
period of time as 15 
minutes, depending on the 
water temperature and 
how well the boater 
dressed for cold weather, 
Hypothermia may also 
occur as a result of pro- 
longed exposure to cold, 
freezing wind, snow or 
chilling rain, Hall said. 
“Hunters and fishermen 
should be aware that dizzi- 
ness, disorientation, 
drowsiness,, slurred and 
slowed speech are 
symptoms of hypo- 


thermia,"’ Hall added. 

Sportsmen with one or 
more of these symptoms 
should seek a warm shelter 
and immediately begin 
drinking hot fluids to warm 
the body.

SCHOOL DESEGREGATION EXAMPLE 


In a “Tale of Two 
Cities," the South Side 
Express, published by the 
South Side Settlement, 
describes the contrast 
between school systems in 
Minneapolis, Minn., and 
Boston, Mass., in carrying 
out desegregation: 

While. disturbances in 
the Boston public schools 
were grabbing headlines 
during the fall of 1974, 
families in Mifinéapolis, 
Minn. were quietly 
beginning the final phases 
of a successful desegre- 
gation plan. The contrast 
between these two school 
systems provides some 
important lessons for cities 
like Columbus which may 
face desegregation orders 
in the coming years. 

In @ recent report on 
Boston, the United States 
Commission on : Civil 
Rights identified several 
factors which spell the 
difference between 
positive and negative 


experiences with 
desegregation. Planning 
and community involve- 


ment head the list, but 
perhaps the most crucial 
difference between Boston 
and Minneapolis was in 


the area of affirmative. 


leadership. 

The strength of leader- 
ship in Minneapolis was 
demonstrated by the 
school board. By 1967, the 
board itself had 
commenced desegregation 
procedures on its own 
initiative. The 1972 court 
order was welcomed as 
further impetus for the 
program. School personnel 
went on record early and 
frequently in favor of 
desegregation “because it 
is right.” 

In contract, several 
members of the Boston 
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School Committee built 
their careers on opposition 
to desegregation, Their 
sloganeering allowed 
Bostonians to believe that 
they had only to resist long 
enough and the court 
order could be 
circumvented. 

In an article about 


Boston in the New. 
Republiaa, Joseph: 
Featherstone _ explained, 


“The opponents of busing 
believe they can win, that 
‘Never’ is not just a slogan.

in Boston during 1974 and 
described the situation: 


“There was no ecumenical 
movement, no involvement 
in the issue before the 
fact.” 

Businessmen also 
played an important sup- 
portive role in Minneapolis. 
In Boston, the Chamber of 
Commerce adopted the 
attitutde -- ‘It's the 
school's problem.” 
Minneapolis. enjoyed the 
active involvement of many 
organizations 
League of Women Voters, 
labor unions and the 
NAACP. While these 

roups were active in 

ston, they were unable 
to work in concert before 
‘the desegregation plan 
went into effect.

Frank Battisti's decision and subsequent 
acts in ordering the Cleveland Board of 
Education to regate the public 
schools, We can't blame them.

If good judgment is difficult for the 
councilmatic bretheren, then. how about 
& try at good taste. 
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Today, the American people are being 
ht up in an entanglement of legal 
decisions that confuses and bewilders. 
So much so, that no one knows from day 
to day what is legal or what is right. 

School desegregation is one of the 
main areas of contradictions and 
uncertainty. Since the so-called landmark 
decision by the United States Supreme 
Court.in the Brown vs Topeka case; the 
school systems have been under 
hundreds of different kinds of decisions 
to desegrate their class rooms and 
faculties. 

Of the thousand and one legat 
questions lawyers are taking to the 
higher courts, back comes a thousand 
and one different decisions with all kinds 
of evasive or contradictory 
interpretations. 

As fast as one decision comes down 
from the courts, lawyers fitid another way 
to challenge its constitutionality. So, 


instead of a case being decided and. 


implemented, each decision spawns 
more litigation. And, this seems never 
ending. 

There is so much confusion over what 
court decisions mean, that the ‘long 
suffering public knows not from day to 
day what their rights really are, 

ls school desegregation legal or 
legal. If it is illegal, there should be 
- some simple and understandable way for 
the people to know what the decision 
means in its implementation. 

Another area of confusion, is that of 
the rights of Negroes in industry where 
they have been under-employed; under- 
paid and/or denied employment at all. 

Some courts have said that employ- 
ment inequalities do exist in violation of 
the Constitutional rights of Negroes. To 
poste te for these illegal actions, 
verdicts have been handed down setting 
quotas for hiring and, ordering 
preferences in hiring Negroes until 
agreed upon quotas have been reached. 

Similar decisions.have been rendered 
in the rights of Negroes to enroll in 
professional schools and universities. 

“As expected, appeals of many of these 
decisions have been taken by whites, 
charging discrimination in reverse. Now 
some courts are retracting or reversing 
themselves as to the rights of Negroes 
who have suffered because of job or 
admittance discrimination. 

There is no question but that Negroes 
have suffered great economic loss 
because of racial discrimination. The big 
question is, how can equity ever be 
achieved unless some advantage is given 
Negroes in order for them to catch up. If

discrimination are not permitted to give 
Negroes some advantage or preference, 
how can Negroes ever get justice. in 
these areas. 

For the courts to deny some kind of 
preference, is in fact, to rule against 
justice for Negroes. Yet, this seems to be 
the way judges are now ruling. 

The confusion regarding the imposing 
and carrying out the death penalty is 
another good example of how our courts 
are confusing the people. 

The death penalty is either 
Constitutional or not. It shouldn't take 
forever for the courts to reach some final 
decision. Yet, this is just what's hap- 
pening. . 

Someone said. recently that we have 
too many lawyers. Perhaps this may be 
80, because justice seems to be the most 
difficult» conclusion for our courts to 
arrive at. 

While our courts vacillate and delay, 
the rights of the people are being 
trampled under the feet of those who 
segregate us; deny us jobs and, murder 
us with impunity, 

More and more Constitutional rights 
are being secured to some and denied to 
others. For years the courts in the South 
brazenly denied Negroes _ their 
Constitutional rights at all levels, It was 
difficult for Negro lawyers to pass the bar 
and, if they did, their appearance in a 
southern court was a sure sign of their 
clients getting a raw deal. 

Separate schools, North and South, 
flourished to the educational 
disadvantage of millions of Blacks. State 
supported schools closed their doors 
tight against children of Black taxpayers 
with no objections from The White 
House, Congress or the Supreme Court. 
Job discrimination was the rule rather 
than the exception. 

Justice of some semblance is now 
being achieved by Negroes. However, it 
begins to appear that the courts are 
beginning to become our biggest 
stumbling block. aA 

It has long been said that the courts 
are on the side of those with money or 
influence. We certainly know from bitter 
experience that in the United States, that 
obtaining justice for Negroes is more 
than having Constitutional rights. 

The court of last resort in this country 
is the people. If we ever expect to get our 
full freedom, the people are going ‘to 
have to ovérrule. our courts. E

Politics, like an often quoted Biblical verse, work

Rhodes’ appointment of a black Democrat to the Ohio 
industrial Commission (OIC) last week is the case in 

Int. 

P earlier this year when Rhodes named a white per- 
son to replace a black female Democrat on the OIC, 
some of the state’s most active black Demoorats jum- 
ped at the opportunity to use the old proverbial 
needle on. their black Republican. brothers. They 
argued that Rhodes had, for the first time in more 
than 20 years, returned the OIC to a lilywhite status. 

Rhodes, it is recalled, appointed William W. John- 
ston to take the OIC seat vacated by Marguerite Neal, 
who resigned. And although she is a Democrat, 
Bhodes, a Republican, appointed her deputy director 
of the Ohio Industrial Relations Commission. 

The resignation of Ms. Nea! not only gave Rhodes _ 
an opportunity to give Republicans control of the 
three-member commission, but it subsequently led to 
the ouster of Gregory J. Stebbins, the controversial 
commission.chairman. His firing by Rhodes was later 
upheld by the Democratic controlled Ohio Senate. 

Stebbins,.a Democrat who represented labor on the 

commission, was fired on a string of charges of 
alleged misconduct in office. His appeal is pending In 
the courts. 
. Last week, Rhodes tapped Leonard T. Lancaster of 
Massillon as Stebbin's successor. The 39 year old ap- 
pointee holds a BA degree from Kent State University 
and a law degréé from the University of Akron. He 
passed the Ohio State Bar recently and has received 
the oath administered to attorneys.. The OIC post 
carries a salary of $30,596 a year. 

Rhodes, who by law had to appoint a Democrat, is 
virtually certain to: reappoint Lancaster next August 
when Srepbine’ commission term expires. He was 
sworn in immediately after his appointment and was 
to take hts seat on the commission on Monday, Dec. 
13. 

Lancaster has an extensive background in state 
government work. When appointed to OIC, he was 
serving as deputy administrator of the Ohio. Bureau of 
Workman's Compensation in Akron and had 
previously held the position of chief hearing officer in 
the BWC's Cleveland office. 

Lancaster had the endorsement of the United Rub- 
ber Workers Union. 

And, perhaps, he had at least a token blessing of 
the same black Democrats who blatantly accused 
Rhodes of perpetuating litywhitism on the OIC earlier 
this year. Yes, politics sometimes work in mysterious 
ways. “

Business In The Black 


It is an unfortunate aspect of American 
life that those of us who labor in the field 
of black journalism are almost compelled 
to address ourselves to the potential - and 
patronage - the new administration holds 
for Black Americans whose nearly 
unanimous support looms inescapably as 
@ major factor in his squeaky, but 
successful election. 

Can the Carter administration make any 
quick and effective moves to reduce the 
disproportionate rate of unemployment 
amosg black and Spanish speaking 
minority workers? Regardless of his best 
intentions, his advisors. have now 
awakened him to the bitter truth that, 
during his first year, he will have neither 
the support nor the money, needed to 
make any spectacular reduction in the 
current unemployment figure.

Meanwhile the Death Row population grows — over 
500 people have been sentenced to death. Lurking 
behind the sensational cases of Gary Gilmore and 
Robert White is the real threat of mass executions. 

The Gilmore case is an example of what we are in 
for if the death penalty is not done away with once 
and for all. Convicted of Particularly brutal murders, 
Gilmore says he committed the crimes and wants to 
be executed, This made him a hero evernight with 
— stories about him appearing in all the 
media. 

Without going into all the tawdry details about the 
Gilmore case, there are two aspects of special 
interest to the question of the rightness of the death 
penalty. One is whether the state should set aside its 
moral scruples by executing one of its citizens, even 
if he requests it. i 

Gilmore's wishés are irrelevant to state action. The 
nature of his crimes justifies removal from society 
through incarceration. But the state has no 
responsibility to fulfill the death wish of a citizen, 

A second aspect concerns .the death penalty as a 
deterrent. One of the big guns in the pro-death 
penalty arsenal of arguments is that the prospect of 
execution will deter potential murderers. 

But in fact it seems as if it acts as an incentive for 
suicidal tvennes consumed with violent 
impulses, The history of crime is full of instances 
where people murdered in order to be executed. The 
roa penalty is no deterrent to the Gilmores of this 
world, : 

The very finality of the death sentence marks it as 
exceptionally cruel. Last month a young Connecticut 
man previously convicted of murdering his mother 
was°freed because evidence cleared him ot quilt. 
Peter Reilly is now free because many prominent 
people went to bat for him, hired lawyers and 
detectives, and brought public pressure to reopen his 
case, 

But what if Peter Reilly had been black, poor, 
friendiess; what if his case didn't attract media 
attention, what if he had been sentenced to death 
under one of those state laws the Supreme Court 
approved? ; 

@ possibility is very strong that an innocent 
person would be murdered by the state’ that a life 
would have been snuffed out not by fate or illness or 
chance, but. by the pr itated action of the 
government. That's not something we can square with 
the image of the society we would like to become. 

A public that was once strongly against the death 
penalty ig now, according to public opinion polis, 
Strongly for it, Oddly, that change in opinion, focerad 
by the politically.motivated law and order campaign, 
comes at a time when the homicide rate is show ing 
signs .of sonia. The excesses of the ublicity 
surrounding the Gilmore and White cases will surely 
lead to public revulsion and to a swing against the 
death penalty, especially if there is a. round of 
en oe: coming sia :

It 
portrayed three hands, the 
communities, the police 
and the courts. it is an ex- 
cellent demand that the so- 
called criminal element be 
lifted from our citizenry. 

Can this demand be 
met? Not as long as the 
dross of the criminal 
element is the pigment of a 
community. Where is the 
Incubation ground for 
crime in the sectors? 
Residents aid and abet the 
income of crime as long. as 
a-burglar can rip off his 
neighbor's goods and sel! 
the same wares to his 
other neighbor. We blacks 
know that such action 
goes on ail the time. 

Some of us make supply 
agents out of crooks to get 
things cheaper. We are so 
anxious to spend less for 
something we want, and 
what merchant, crook or 
even an honest 
businessman_is going to 
turn down a sale? 

The breeding ground for 
criminals is where they can 
thrive. Who is buying their 
action? The story of the 
Columbus community con- 
doning the action reaches 
back generations. The per- 
petrators have not always 
been the typical (hood) 
with cap pulled down over 
face, carrying a vicious 
look: 


Too often the criffinal 
has been our.own neigh- 
bor’s son or our own. Un- 
fortunately, the crook has 
been just “that lad." 

The market for criminal 

activities is too much in 
our own black areas. There 
has to be a start to clean 
up attitudes. Maybe it is 
Moet enough to shun that

They were 
always cleaning up, but 
more crime was left,+so 
they never quite finished 
the job, and never will, for 
crime has too many 
reasons. for existence. 
How many jobless men 
in TV. interviews have 
declared that if they could 
not find employment they 
would have to steal? There 
can be no crime-free com- 
munity where unem- 
ployment stands as a 
tailor-made excuse for 


crime. 

There have been com- 
munities without gross 
criminal performance. 


are where the af- 
fluent white collar workers 
and the very rich live. They 
do not have to resort to 
common crime. They have 
crime though -- hood- 
winking the national 
government out of income 
tax, misappropriations, and 
even clandestine | social 
acts. But they do not 
openly thieve like the 
black community. 

If. they can create such 
an atmosphere, so can 
blacks, beginning with a 
different approach by 
taising the community 
tones so high, that no 


get out of place. The clean 
up of crime begins at 
home, for each. criminal 
has or has had a home. 
There, his social attitude 
can mature -in. the. right 
direction, as it does in the 
wrong. The parental at- 
titude and home decorum 
will have a lot to do with it. 

The parent must strive to 
be. a companion rather 
than a leaning post — the 
leaning post where the 
child can go and get coins 
for candy, a movie and 
other sports. it is that child 
who can grow into seed in 
the crime wave to sprout 
into @ weed at any in- 


stance. 
it is that child who sees 
In his. own home 


sometimes actions that are 
not just right and bulids an 
indifference to criminal ac- 
tions as wrongdoings. 
The community doesn't 
want the criminal; the 


police are ever alert to ex-' 


tract him from the area; 
public service can spray 
insécticide against the 
crime bug but only the 
citizens can get down 
below grassroots soil in 
the growing child to im- 
plant a prejudice against 
criminal acts. 

Let the parents clean up 
their own backyards 
morally and physically and 
establish an effective 
crime deterrent. 

The gang leaders of 
violence’in race riots have 
come, one by one, to admit 
that the peaceful pathways 
of Martin Luther King 
towards black rights in 
America were best. Maybe 
our black communities will 
know that there has to be 
complete metamorphosis 
of social attitudes before 


they can eradicate the 
criminal element for 
always.

BLACKS AND ISRAELI-SOUTH 


In @ recent article for the National 
ewereee Press Association, Dr. Jewell 
Handy Gresham, the distinguished black 
wife of ani equally distinguished member 
of the Jewish community had some bold 
and sober reflections. 

The soberness was surprising and the 
boldness was equally so. Not that either 
should be the case. But honesty between 
black Americans and the Jewish com- 
munity - especially in the northeastern 
United: States - is rare, indeed. 

Essentially all that Dr. Gresham had to 
Say was that all Americans should be at 
least as sensitive to the 12 or more percent 
of our citizens who have traditional ties 
with Africa as they are to the 5 or more 
percent of our citizens who have ties with 
Israel. 

What was unusual about Dr. Gresham's 
simple forthrightness was the fact that 
generally in the northeast, blacks tend to 
equivocate when it comes to any 
statement regarding Israel. Now it is true 
that some members of the Jewish com- 
munity will tend to be sensitive regarding 
anything said regarding Israel. We have 
many blacks who feel that any mention of 
even the existence of a “black com- 
munity" is destructive and dangerously 
divisive. 

But the purpose of human interchange 
is to grow in understanding and so to ad- 
vance the cause of human concord. 

The recent announcements of 
deepening military ties between Israel and 
South Africa cannot do otherwise than 
add a tenuousness of uncertainty to black 
American and black African feelings about 
Israel ... and about world Jewry as a 
whole. It is elementary that Israel's basic 
resources are at least of U.S. Government 
and American Jewish foundations. No 
Strong voices of protest ... or of sanctions 
.. have come from either of these major 
benefactors of Israel. 

How else, then, are Americans to view 
the Israeli-South African ties than as 
moves with the tacit consent of U.Sgovern- 
ment authorities and of large or substan- 
tially influential segments of American 
Jewry? 

Overnight ... the ties could be broken 
between Israel and South Africa; if either

tions. But along with this recognition there 
is a long-standing feeling that at least the 
U.S. government has manipulated Israe: 

There is a 
widespread feeling among many black as 
well as white Americans that the 
“aggressive defense" posture assumed by 
Israel in the mid 1900's could have been 
avoided by streang U.S. guarantees of 
Israel's borders. 

As the racist South African regime 
moves into increasing armed confron- 
tation with blacks both within and beyond 
its borders, blacks throughout the world 
will doubtless cringe at the thought that 
their old-time friends are now a mainstay 
of their present deadly South African foe 

Black American-Jewish relations are 
tremendously important. Historically the 
two communities have worked together to 
move our nation forward on all issues 
associated with human rights. But the 
Jewish’ community's joining in the court 
battle against the NAACP in the deFinis, 
case is no theoretical confrontation bet- 
ween friends. It marks an actual or poten- 
tial watershed in the perceived nature of 
the relations of these two great ethnic 
groups. 

We must congratulate the salutory ef- 
forts of Dr. Jewell Handy Gresham; for her 
legion is few. Blacks in the northeast have 
tended to speak for far too long a time in 
hushed tones regarding anything relating 
to the Jewish community. This does not 
nor cannot engender respect for the black 
community. 

The Jewish community for generations 
now have been the foremost patrons of the 
black community. The patronized and not 
the patrons, must break the constraints of 
patronage and forge the path in which 
these two historic allies may move forward 
together as peers. 

In this sense, much more of the Dr. 
Jewell Handy Gresham spirit of sober 
forthrightness is needed. Her husband is 
himself a distinguished Jewish promoter 
in the theatrical world, If honor, integrity 
and candor mark their partnership, what 
less could such attributes do than cement 
the tiles which must endire between two 
historically great and illustrious peoples?

$350,000 to what they refer to as a “local 
development company.” They also can 
guarantee as much as 90 percent of loans 
that banks or other private lenders may 
want to make to such organizations. 


According to se@ction 502 of the small 
Business Investment Act, which sets up 
ihe program, a’local development com- 
pany is defined as any profit or non-profit 
corporatiom that is formed and controlled 
by a_representative cross-section of the 
community for the purposes of creating 
jobs arid’ stimulating business. 

The LDC can then lend the monies to 
other small businesses, primarily for plant 
or facility construction or for other types * 
of investment. Normally, such money can- 
not be used for “working capital.’ 

The local development company is ex- 
pected to put at least 20 percent of its own 
money into each project, although this 
requirement can be modified to meet cer- 
tain local circumstances. 

Of course, none of these business bene- 
fits will accrue to you if you don’t know 
how to make them work in your favor. If 
you can use more money in your business, 
call your nearest SBA office and ask for 
assistance.

Center, and said it's high 
time our center started 
taking a look:at this kind of 
thing. There was little or 
nothing being done 
elsewhere in this field," 
said Dr. Reinhart. 

“It struck ai very 
responsive cord at the 
USOE and they gave us 
our first contract to start a 
dialog among educators, 
corrections people. and 
federal officials," he said. 

“From that dialog, we 
got recommendations for 
research and development. 
It's all started coming at 
once. The effort has 
touched a vital need that 
has not been met.” 

One dimension of the 
need is the human beings 
behind bars in the US., 
said Charles Whitson, one 
of the project directors in 
Dr. Reinhart's division. 

He said there are about 
800 state prisons, 38 
federal prisons and some 
4,000 jails. In the state and 
federal prisons alone, 
there are about 230,000 
inmates, Whitson said. 

“If 10 per cent of them 
are in vocational 
education, I'd be 
surprised,” he added. 

There is no proof that 
education prevents crime 
or prevents the criminal's 


return. to prison. But 
Whitson feels it is a 
positive and successful 
approach to the human 
problem. 

“There is a_ high 
correlation between the 


lack of education and 
incarceration. And there is 
a high correlation between 


lack .of employment 
Stability and incarcera- 
tion,” Whitson explained. 


Inmates should have the 
same educational op- 
portunities as others, 
said Pat Cronin, another 
project director who was 
brought to Ohio State from 
the State Department of 
Education because of his 
expertise in the field. 


“Their goals in life 


should be no different from 
the rest of society,” he 


education 

prisons.

Also commenting was 
Richard Stein, attorney for 
the NAACP, who said he 
did not believe the

“They asked the lower 
court to reexamine their 
decision," he said.
